liuildinK in case an attm'k is made. 

After the vote of the txjuucil, that the 
removal of royahst« in oftioe slkould be 
m/ule. which was precipitate<l by the re- 
nunal of Fred Wundenl)erg from the 
deputy clerkship of the sapreme court. 
<4eorge Smith< rs. reKistmr of j)ublii- ac- 
eouiite, was rt'|ila< fd in tlie tinmice de- 
I>artmeiit by Mr. (tc^n'Ke Asliley, an

Arrivnl of the Corwin. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the Uniteil 
States revenue cutter Corwin arnve<l nn- 
expecte<lly in the harboT. Almost as 
soon, as the Corwin dropped her anchors. 
Captain Miuiger came ashore and went 
at once to the Ainencan lej^ation. where 
he remaine<l cl(is»4e<l with Minister 
Willis for over an Imur. Jt is 'earn d 
iM>sitively, that be. d<^vered , ext^tisive 
>lis})atchea from Washington at the le- 
gation. 

Thus morning at VMO o'c.lo( k the As.so- 
ciated Press n'pres«-ntative called at the 
executive building and fuimil all the 
ministers, inclndi^K President Dole, in 
their offices. luterriews with the cab- 
inet show thattthe government interjir. ts 
Presitlent Clevelauds mes.saw to con- 
gress, which The 8t«»r pub'.isluHl in an 
extra thds morning, to nu-^n: "I will 
restore the ex-queen peacefully if poK i- 
ble and in case I find this can not lie 
done I will refer the matter to congnss 
f ( >r settlement." 

Prcaident Dole Asured, the Associated 
Press r c ^it ww ntrttive that in case Minister 
WilUs made aar advances, either before 
or after the saiBng of the Alariixiea, look- 
ing toward restoration, this govenunent 
wished it announced in the most public 
mannat thUlt rach negotiations would 
nudn no headwav here, and if pushed 
would be abflolntaiy rejected b^ too pro- 
visional government. 

"The provisional government," said 
President Dole, "has arranged every de- 
tail for protecting life and proper^. . and 
are also well prepared to renst with force 
the overthrow or the provisional govera- 
ment, if at^^pted av external means.

strike* and Labor. 

Of strikes and labor agitation general- 
ly he.aaid: 

"U is a sad and dangerous fiu-t that 
capital and lalxir are organize<I to fight 
each other; that the lalioring man is 
taught to regard his employer as an an- 
tagonist too often as an enemy -and 
that the giiK'dy or vexe<l and impatient 
employer, n-sentfu! of what he re^rds 
as an unwarranted int««rfeieiii >■ witti his 
busimvs, is sometimes t'x) ready to treat 
a workman with a grievance aw he would 
treat a jol'ing. unbalance<l machine- - 
throw it into the scrap pile. Like the 
armed p«jace now inaintaiued in Europe, 
this situation is costly and dangerous. 
Every lH'ne%(>leiit and thoughtful man is 
an.xious aii'l ■li>tri's.se(l. I su|i[M)se a just 
and jwrfect ]H>ace will not U- established 
until the kirgdoin <if th- elder brother 
is set up throughout the world and tli(> 
golden mlaheoomea the law of hnmau 
life." 

Trail tu. 

Speaking of trusts. Mr. Harrison said: 
"We have been most profligate in our 
grants of th w sivcial ix)wei-s. but the 
mieUike will not be c(»rnH't« d. but dupli- 
cate<l, by a jwlicy of destruction. Here, 
as elsewhere, i)as6iouat(i epitlu'ts hinder 
the truth add retard ^orm. Persecu- 
tion has so strong^ a reaction that it may 
even popularise a corporation. The cai^ 
ital error in <mr legislation has been toe 
failure to limit and to supervise corporate 
securities, to require that the stock shall 
reprfsent an investment, and that the 
investment shall be adequate to th 
entenirise. that creditors may be se- 
cured and that the public may not lie 
felled or the laborers* wages cut to pav 
intereat or dividends on securities that do 
not stand for investments. The re- 
straint of trusts and combines and cor- 
ners by which some particiilar article < >f 
commerce is monopolised, either perma 
nently or for a time, is another obvious 
and uraent duty. They unsettle tliat 
fair balance of things, that equality of 
opportunities which most bs preserved, 
if the poor are to be content and the rich 
secure. But neither is this the work ot 
thoughtless passion. What is done 
should be done with <liscrimination, 
calmneai and justice. 

I.yiicliiiiK*. 

The ex-pn^ident condemned lynching 
in the following terms: 

"These fright lul lyncliiiigs that tha 
daily i>apers .(Konl. with their shocking 
incident.s of cruelty, shame our civiliza- 
tion. The vit tims are the [loor and weak, 
and Die a<le<inacy of the courts to punisih 
such has never l)een imi)eache<l. TIm 
tendency of such acta is not to repn-ss 
crime, but to propagate hate imd to in- 
cite the vicious to revenp- -to brutalize 
ni>t only the participant.s. but those who 
reiMl the bloooy story. It is not enough 
silently, or even openly, to condemn sm h 
crime. We must make the sentiment of 
disapproval dominant, and bodily rein 
force the officers of thci.lawt If a cruue 
is done in the name of temperance 
labor, or of any other good cause, or 
hides under its skirts, the mend of that 
good cause sboiUd lead . tlie chase aftet 
ue lawbreaker, and never xeat until they 
have thoroughly disassociated the gnxid 
cause and tlie man. ' 

QIBBON S ON W EALTH. 

Ilemarkable lutrrrlew fVlth the Cmr 

(linitl Trlnteil Abioitil. 

London, Dec. 22. The corn'spondent 
of The Chronicle senils a long interview 
with Cardinal (iibbons in Baltimore ou 
the labor problem. The leading article 
in The Chronicle on the intervie<v kivh 
that the writer is glad to laam that Car 
diual Gibbons declares it to be sound 
(.'atnolic doctrine that if the family can 
not decently be maintained thaitate is 
irn parably injured. 

But, the editor adds. Cardinal Giblxins 
does not show any special moral courage 
in bis proposed remedies. When re- 
minded of such a blot on mod(>m indus 
trialisin as the Standard Oil company 
and asked whether the , caloaaal wealth 
gained by such tactics as have enriched 
the Rockefellers, for instance, is not the 
fair prev of an enlightened community, 
his eminence replies: "We can not go 
back on what is done." 

If this doctrine is to lie taken literally. 
The ChrDuicle says, all that is necessary 
to Ih' done in order to secure for your 
property tlu' defense of the Catliolii 
church is just to jiile it up in the ijuick- 
it^t way you lan. Such adi«-trine W(aild 
\n- fatal even to the modest ref(prm of 
priigns.'-ion in income ta.\. The cardinal 
dislikes striki«: so do we, but iM'tter a 
thousand times a strike than the perij< - 
tration of injustice which comi)els men 
to live heldvv the standanl of di ( ciu y. 

As for the I'oming contlict iM-tween the 
American demiK-racy and the ( atliolic 
claim for the introduction of its own re- 
ligious teaching int< i tilt? pulilic school.-,, 
or UI lieu of that the demand fot jhiMk 
money for the eiiilowmeiit of parochial 
schools, only one thing c:iu prevent it, 
namely, the withdrawal by the Catholic 
church of its antediluvian cla^n, Ameri- 
a is hardly likely to lag baluad Fiance 
in such a matter.

The Oovinntoa Commonwealth mve 
Bellevne has taken the initiative in the 
iiiiitttT of iiavin^; changeH made in tiie 
charter for cities of the fourth class, for 
tiie Ix'ttcriiuMit (if the municipal Kovern- 
ment, Tlw proposed changes were out 
lined bv the Mayor of Bellevue, and aa 
Mayaville ia interested they are here 
Kivm. 

The first, flays tlio Corfimonwealth, is to 
change the time provided for the collec 
tion of taxes from January to ^ptera her, 
involving the time of —■owment, equal- 
iMtlon and th« making out of tax WUs. 
under the praeent law, fourth claw cit- 
ies receive no tax money until F^braary, 
1805. Existing oontraeta, interait on 
bonded indebtednoM mnat be paid, and 
under the praeent eharter theee obliga- 
tiona cannot be met. 

Suggeation No 2 ii to permit the Treas- 
urer to oflSciate aa oollector. As now 
provided, the Treaaurer receives his sal- 
ary forYeceiving the money as paid him 
by the collector and paying it out again 
on orders from the City Council. The 
collector is compelled to'uemand all bills, 
including tax, from the debtor in ^lerHon.

Section 35 provides that the 
officers of election shall make a return of 
the books to the Council two days after 
an election. The constitutional law 
overrides this in providing that the elec- 
tion ofticers shall make their return to 
the County Clerk and the official count 
be made at the county seat two daya after 
the election. Aa there ia but one aet of 
booka, it ia impoaaibl«>,to have them in 
two placea at one and the aame time, 
hence an elimination ia neoeaaary.
